W ith approximately 240 cars loaded 
through Thursday, Hamlin area's 
wheat crop was virtually completed 
this week. 
Only a 
few 
scattered 
tracts of w heat are left to be com­ 
bined, it is reported, and a final total 
of 250 car loads is anticipated. 
W heat was bringing $1.90 per bush­ 
el in Hamlin Thursday mornirys, a 
60 cent drop from the opening high 
of $2.50. 
Most farm ers sold 
their 
wheat for $2.00 or better. 
Competent local crop harvesters 
say the wheat averaged around 15 
bushels per acre throughout this sec­ 
tion and Hamlin w heat growers are 
< 
credited with producing a ‘‘million 
dollar” crop. 
Combines and trucks th a t poured 
. 
into the early w heat belt were n ear­ 
ly all gone by the middle of this week 
and had started the long trek no rth ­ 
ward th a t will eventually wind up in 
t far northern states and some in C an­ 
ada. 
W heat in this locality was said to 
be excellent quality. 
Hot winds of the 
past

three weeks which proved such boon 
to wheat growers are now causing 
- 
lots of uneasiness to those with row 
crops. Rain is badly needed now for 
feed crops, cotton, and other farm 
products.

wheat for $2.00 or better. 
Competent local crop harvesters 
say the wheat averaged around 15 
bushels per acre throughout this sec­ 
tion and Hamlin w heat growers are 
credited with producing a “million 
dollar” crop. 
Combines and trucks th a t poured 
into the early w heat belt were near­ 
ly all gone by the middle of this week 
and had started the long trek no rth ­ 
ward that will eventually wind up in 
far northern states and some in C an­ 
ada. 
W heat in this locality was said to 
be excellent quality. 
Hot winds of the 
past 
two 
or 
three weeks which proved such boon 
to wheat growers are now causing 
lots of uneasiness to those with row 
crops. Rain is badly needed now for 
feed crops, cotton, and other farm 
products.
